In addition, a 
Publications Advice (1105.0) is issued each Tuesday and 
Friday listing publications released on the day of issue 
and expected releases on the following five days 
(Canberra Office) or two days (State Offices). 


2. Publishing News contains brief descriptions of the 
contents of new publications, describes changes in ABS 
publications and shows other information of interest to 
users of ABS publications.

3. Asingle price now applies to publications despatched 
by surface mail both within Australia and overseas, and to 
counter sales. Airmail rates are available on request. 


Mailing service 
4. Clients who wish to receive publications on a regular 
basis may use the ABS computerised Publications Mailing 
Service.

5. Clients who already use this service and who wish to 
amend their requirements should quote their account 
number when contacting ABS. The account number is 
shown at the top left hand comer of the address label used 
to despatch publications to clients.

This publication presents a comprehensive statistical report focussing on Australia’s population born 
overseas, Subjects covered include: demographic profile of migrants, their living arrangements, 
health, working life, education, income and housing. The style of the report is similar to that of the 
ABS’s Social Indicators, Australia, No. 4, 1984 (4101.0) i.e. with commentaries introducing data in 
each chapter and charts highlighting key data. 

1988 Housing Survey, Housing Cost of Income Units, Australia, Preliminary ($7.50) 

This publication provides statistics on nature of occupancy of dwellings and housing costs (rates, 
mortgage and rent payments) for income units, classified by income of income units, age of reference 
persons and other characteristics of income uniis and dwellings. Housing costs as a proportion of 
gross income are given for the various income unit types and the different occupancy categories. A

Topics depicted include growth areas, loca- 
tion of major migrant groups, unemployment distribution, the spread of sole-parent families, high in- 
come earners, low income families, home ownership, etc.
